Tboss aassmUsd witneaeed an 
impressive inatallatiou, heard an able 
address from an eloquent clergyman, 
other addresses from their own meml>ers, 
took poeitive steps toward securing a per- 
manent home, and generally pnssed an 
eajoyabls evening.

The Rev. Father Denis Murphy, pastor 
of St. William'a church, ,wbo had Jieen 
invited to deliver the prlndpfl addreas 
of the evening, waa then introduced.

God has made Ireland a weeping 
Niobe, a strangled Desdemona.

We are tbe heirs of Cbarlea Car- 
roll, of Carrollton, of Doughragon 
Manor, and hia lllnatrlons brother, tbe 
firet Biahop of BaMnMce, and of that 
brilliant galaxy that ancceeded them. 
So we stand here not as invited guests, 
but by our earned right, for we are the 
heirs of those men whose sufferings and 
privations wrought religiolu freedom tor 
the whole country. 

"But more than this, we are the people 
most deaired of our country. The Iriab 
character compriaea the brighteat intel- 
lect, the tendered heart and the moat 
fearleaa apirit. Look at any walk of life 
and every community will bring forth 
the namea of aucceasful Iriahmen, who 
have done well for themselves and for 
this country. They are not men who 
ro<le into prominence on chance fate or 
some popular hobby-horse, but as just 
fruit of a character full-panoplied with 
talent, genius and hard work. Hxamine 
the poetry of Erin and then look at 
much of the mediocre stuff published as 
poetry. What a contraati What a trib- 
ute to the tendemcea of heart divinely 
given to the Hibernian. 

"And where shall we find the equal 
of their feariess spirit? Not in '98— for 
then they fought for the freedom of their 
country — but in the famine years of the 
fifties when life was offered for liberty of 
land and home and altar, when men and 
women fell emaciated by the roadaide, 
hnagry, a thirst and dying— aye, and 
they bisassd God with their dying lips, 
but never eompramiaed their faith. Thia 
ia the higheet type of courage. Small 
wonder, then, that Irishmen die bravely 
in bettle and exploring new continenta, 
or that they wring victory no lesa bril- 
liant in timea of peace. Nature has 
given theai tbe highest talents and her 
supreme gift — conscience. Our inheri- 
tance is not only noble, but sacred also.
